Remember Memorial Day weekend when it was cold and rainy? You 
should have been in Sego. There was about a half hour of rain early 
Saturday morning, just enough to dampen the ground. The nights were cool 
for sleeping, and the days were just warm enough to break a sweat if you 
were digging. 





Near the mouth of Sego Canyon is a series of rock paintings, Archaic from 
7000 BC, Barrier Canyon from 2000 BC, Anasazi from 100 BC, Fremont 
from 600AD, and Ut from 1300 to 1600 AD. The old railroad grade, 
abandoned in the 1950's, snakes its way up the canyon. The remains of 
primitive-looking dugouts line the canyon walls. Then as you round a bend 
in the road, literally glowing in the morning sun, are the temple-like walls of 
the Sego General Store. 


There were only 4 NUTS Club members at this hunt, but we had a great 
time. The things we found include tokens, coins, medicine bottles, anda 
silver ring inlaid with abalone. On Sunday, Ty took us on a tour of some of 
the other rock art in the area. Then we visited some of Ty's favorite rock 
hounding areas. There were dinosaur bones, petrified wood, and geodes 
filled with red and yellow bands. His Toyota was riding low on the way 
back.
